Good Afternoon, 

This weekend will be somewhat busy in the downtown area. There are (5) Street closures planned. 

Saturday Oct 8 

(1) The Boyle Heights 5K Run will begin at the Mariachi Plaza and travel east on First Street to Evergreen St, then turn back to finish at the Mariachi Plaza (First and Boyle). 

This route will be closed from approximately 7 AM until 9:45 AM. 

(2) There is a First Amendment March from Olympic and Broadway, traveling north and stopping south of 3rd Street on Broadway. They will assemble on Broadway South 
of Olympic from 1200 to 1 PM. They will march and rally for approx 2-3 Hours. The permit expires at 5 PM. LAPD and DOT will facilitate a rolling closure for this march. It is likely they 
will be contained on Broadway between 2nd and 3rd Streets from approx 2:30 to the time they disband, (see attached) 

(3) The Double Ten parade will be held in Chinatown. This group will gather on Broadway south of Bernard and march south on Broadway past College St to 925 S 
Broadway. This will also be a rolling closure with LAPD and DOT. The assembly time is from 8 AM to 10 AM. At 10, they plan to march and rally until approx noon. The permit expires 
at 1 PM. 

Sunday Oct 9th 

(4) The Mole Festival will be held in Olvera Street. This a static event with a closure is limited to Los Angeles Street between Arcadia and Alameda Street and is Sunday Only 
from 3 AM until 9 PM. 

(5) There will be a "Peace March" on a First Amendment Permit from 7th Street and Broadway to Olympic and Broadway. This will also be a rolling closure. The group will 
assemble at approx 11 AM and begin marching at Noon. They will arrive at approx 12:45 and rally until approx 3:30. the permit expires at 5 PM. (See Attached) 


**Tn addition to these events, there will be a USC Game at the Coliseum on Saturday at 1 PM and a Rams Game at the Coliseum on Sunday at 1:25. These games typically 
last 3 hours, so plan on traffic northbound on Figueroa and the surrounding freeways approx that time. 

Please pass this information on to anyone you feel will be impacted by these closures.
